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DETAILED ACTION 

1 5. The Examiner acknowledges the response of 8/30/2003, the 
cancellation of claim 4 and the amendment. 

1 6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this 
action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 1 02 that form the basis for the rejections under this section 
made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ash 5,955,019. 

Ash describes a process for making filaments or fibers of 
polyketones, (see abstract). Ash describes the solvents are zinc and 
lithium based halide solutions, (see abstract). Ash describes the 
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production of fibers with alternating aliphatic polyketones, (column 1, 
lines 1 0-1 1 ). Ash describes Zn salts of aqueous solutions, (column 1 , 
lines 49-60). Ash describes the polyketone polymers, (column 2, 
lines 1 -47). Ash describes the amount of the solvent overlaps the 
amount of the claimed invention, (column 3, lines 30-36). It is the 
Examiner's position that Ash describes the essential limitations of the 
claimed invention. Claims lack novelty. Applicant's arguments have 
been considered but with the new grounds of rejection they are not 
applicable. Applicant's arguments regarding the '019 Ash as not 
being prior art are misplaced. Ash '019 has a filing date of 8/3/1 998 
and a provisional 102(e) date of 10/6/1997. 

18. The claims 1-3 are allowable over the prior art of record because 
there is no disclosure of polyketone solutions with calcium or iron salts 
within the amounts and combinations as stated in the instant claims 
and there is no reasonable motivation for so using.
